They  proceeded  to 
the  sectionals  where  they  won  their  first  match  but  fell  against 
St.  Thomas.  Megan  Reynolds  and  Kaitlyn  Wilks  were  both 
named  AVCA  All-Americans  and  All-Region  first  team.  Veasy 
Smith  was  also  named  All-Region.  Coach  Hall  was  named 
Midwest  Region  Coach  of  the  Year.
